GAME CASE IN COURT.

Fighting has not been resumed in 
Manchuria, and Gen. Sakharoff re¬ 
ports that the two armies maintain 
their respective positions. There is 
desultory artillery firiug along the 
lines and reconnaissances are cont¬ 
inuous on both sides, indicating that 
with rapidly drying roads develop¬ 
ments mqy soon be looked for. 

While official figures on the Tosses 
are still absent, St. Petersburg be¬ 
lieved from information at hand that 
the total Russian casualties during 
the battle of Sfiakhe river will not 
exceed 20,000. There was heavy 
mortality in officers on the Russian 
side, 127 being killed in the fightiug 
of October 12th to 13th, including 
one major-general ami 17 field offi¬ 
cers. .

Cook on Shearwater Had Charges 
Against Him Dismissed This 
Morning. 


In the provincial police court this 
morning a very interesting case came np 
under the gti$* laws of the province. 
Richard Obas. Nonkes, cook on H. M. 8. 
Shearwater, was charged under the act 
with having a hen pheasant in his pos¬ 
session. The case was tried before two 
justices of the peace, E. Pearson and 
Thos. Bhotboit. 

The evidence of Provincial Officer 
Campbell was to the effect that btv had 
found the bird in the possession of Cook 
Noakes on the Shearwater, and had as¬ 
certained that it had been brought in by 
the doctor oo the ship. 

Tho defendant was represented by C. 
J. Prior. In his evidence be stated that 
lie did not know 'where the bird came 
from. He found it in his quarters and 
took charge of it. as was hit duty. 

Mr. Prior held that this was not a 
case of possession. Possession In the 
eyes of the law in such a case would 
mean that the bird was his to dispose of 
as he wished. The cook simply held it 
as a servant would the property of his 
master. 

The court upheld him in thle view and 
dismissed -the case. 

This decision puts a new phase on the 

game laws.

FIGHTING CONTINUES 


AT PORT ARTHUR. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 21.—1.42 p.m.— 
The two armies face each other across 
the Shakhe river, bnt operations are at 
a standstill. 

The war office has no fresh news this 
morning except a list of the losses of 
General Ekk's seventy-first division of 
the fifth Siberian corps and General 
MorasofTs first division of Lieut.-Gen- 
oral Deinbowsky's corps. Each lost half 
a dozen officers. Ihe official list of offi¬ 
cers killed ami wounded October 12th 
and 13th totals 172, including Major- 
General Itainski, and seventeen field offi¬ 
cers killed. The wonnded are in the pro¬ 
portion of oue to six. The list for the 
heaviest day’s fighting Is still nnreport- 
eu. and doubtless will exceed the losses 
at Liao Yang when 500 officers were kill¬ 
ed or wounded. The losses among the 
men are not prepared, but they are 
thought to approximate not much over 
twenty thousand. 

News from, Port Arthur, bronght to 
Chefoo by a junk which left there Octo¬ 
ber 18th. says a fierce bombardment 
which began October 16th was still pro¬ 
gressing without interruption. Many 
buildings had been damaged, and ships 
in the harbor had also been bit by shells. 
The Japanese main forces are now post¬ 
ed at Ludsittnng. They have placed 
guns of large calibre on Iunkda moun¬ 
tain. 

The Russians continue making sorties 
successfully, and ipflict heavy losses on 
the Japanese, whose losses since the com¬ 
mencement of thb siege are zakl to hare 
been 60,000. 


Choice 


In the evening a joint meeting was 
held at C-owicUan. The meeting was 
called by Mr. Smith, and wan to have 
been addressed by him ami Mr. Lugriu, 
but when Mr. Wolley asked thut it might 
be a joint meeting Mr. Smith consented.

Judging from the applause, 
the meeting wag largely in Mr. Smith** 
favor. 

There is undoubtedly an alliance, more 
or less definitely arranged, between the 
Conservative tnuuagers and the Social¬ 
ists. The latter know that they catmot 
elect their candidate, Mf, FfUBW, and 
their only object is h» deter petqjb* from 
f voting for Mr. Smith. Iu Nanaimo the* 
were represented At iue meeting ad¬ 
dressed by Mr. Smith, but not at Lady¬ 
smith or nt any of th.e others held 
that gentleman. 'Alley follow Mr. Smith 
i from place to place, holding meetings the 
day after he does, and assailing him in 
every possible way. They do not think 
of attacking Mr. Wolley or the Conser¬ 
vatives, and Mr. Wolley as a rule let* 
them severely alone. Everywhere 
tlirough the upper part «f the consti¬ 
tuency, the Socialist-Conservative alli¬ 
ance is talked about, audit will have tho 
effect of keeping many Conservative* 
from supporting their party candidate, 
cTen if it does not cause them to come 
out Actively for Mr. Smith. The present 
prospect is that Mr. Smith will have a 
majority In Nanaimo, and will lead Mr. 
Wolley in Lndyvmith. At Chemainn* 
and Mount Ricker, he will have very 
large majorities over both his rivals. At 
Duncans, always until the last .local elec¬ 
tion a great Conservative centre, he will 
have a majority. At Soroeno* he will 
have a large majority. At Owichan be 
will have a majority, and will probably 
poll more votes at Cobble Hill than any 
Liberal ever has done. In brief, Mr. 
Smith will come down to the Esquimau 
district with a very handsome lead over 
Jiis opponents, and his friends would not 
be surprised if he hus more than both of 
them combined. If is a little soon to at¬ 
tempt a cnnvass r df the vote In tho 
Islands. Saanich and Ewiuimalt, but 
from whnt is known, it may l>e safely 
said that Mr. Smith's return is assured 
beyond all reasonable doubt'.

RUSSIANS FIRE QN 


JAPANESE DEFENCES. 


Mukden, Oct 21—1 a.m.—<Toward* 
evening yesterday the fog lifted and 
the Russian guns at varions points open¬ 
ed fire against the Japanese defences, 
but they did not respond, either from 
scarcity of munitions or the desire not 
to reveal the location of tbeir batteries. 
The weather and the condition of the 
roads, which are now drying hard, fore¬ 
casts events in the near futnre. The 
war correspondents in the field are kept 
in the dark, and it is difficult to say 
when and how this dreadful slaughter 
will end. 

Every man of the *wo hundred Cos¬ 
sacks, commanded by Capt, Tourgenieff, 
who on Toesday night reconnoitred the 
Japanese left sonthwestward. and who 
near Sandopu unexpectedly encountered a 
good sized Japanese force with machine 
gnns. was wonnded, and every horse, 
except Capt. TourgenielTs, was hit by 
the ballets from the Japanese machine 
gun*. Tourgenieff. though mortally 
wounded, carried off one man behind his 
saddle, while others managed to creep 
back to camp. But. as already cabled, 
not one man was killed on the field. 
There is the greatest f<*r on the part 
of the Russian wonnded of falling into 
the hands of the Japanese; the Russians 
being convinced that they torture their 
prisoners.

St. Petersburg, Oct. 21—1.30 a.m.— 
Apart from skirmishes and exploit* of 
scouting parties, there ia almost a com¬ 
plete suspension of operations in Man- 
chnrin.

Rain, impassable 
roads and exhausted armies are factors 
sufficient in themselves to explain the 
cessation of hostilities, and these condi¬ 
tion* are aggravated by a dense for 
overspreading the whole of the theatre 
of war.

Nearly 
all the tea tasters nre Britishers and the 
tea handled by English firms for the Rus¬ 
sian companies. It is pressed and dried 
in varying sized blocks, the largest being 
of the inferior quality. The tea season 
starts about the first of May and ends in 
August. 

Hankow is the terminus of the Han* 
kow-Pekin railway, a system which will 
extend over a distance of 1,000 miles. 
The rond would have been completed a 
couple of year* ago, says Mr. Childs, hut 
for the difficulty encountered in the build¬ 
ing of a bridge over the Yellow river.

—Mr. Blair, who was a mau of good opin¬ 
ion, and capable of standing by it; he 
considered he was a man of considerable 
strei^gth, and thought that as soon as he 
left the cabipeC of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
the government would fall to pieces. 
How many men left with him? Only 
himself, and I venture to say there is 
ao Premier iu the Dominion of Cpnada 
who has the record 1 of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier who has been in public life as 
long as he. The most peculiar thing is 
that not even his bitterest enemy-—al¬ 
though Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been in 
public life for a longer periotl than many 
in this hall can remember—can point his 
finger on even a single dishonest act, or 
a single statement that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier ever made that was not true. 
(Loud applause). And I say If you.-re¬ 
turn a man at the head of your affairs 
who is not afraid to tell his colleagues 
if they are not doing right that they have 
to do right, I tdl you that the interests 
of the people of the Dominion. 

Are Safe in His Hands, 
and I ’tell you that as Iqng as you keep 
that man at the head of your affairs, 
with his colleagues that he will pick out. 
your interests will be perfectly safe, and 
the Domiuiou of Cauadn will prosper 
as it is prospering to-day. 

“Just imagine for one minute if our 
| government of the province of British 
Columbia should be put out of power, if 
you bad a premier to come iu like Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and who had strength 
enough in the country and force of mind 
enough to set his political followers to 
^«me side and select his cabinet from 
among men capable of ad-ministering the I 
department over which he placed them, 
and he formed a government in British 
Columbia and took hold of our affairs 
here, I tell you ladies and gentlemen the 
advance in the prosperity of this country 
would be ns much in advance of the pros¬ 
perity of the Liberals at Ottawa as the 
J.iherabi’ record is over the record of the 
Conservative government while they 
were in power. I say we have a country 
here of immense possibilities. We have 
a country that is prospering in spite of 
had government, and if we get a govern¬ 
ment formed on the lines that Sir Wil¬ 
frid Laurier formed his government, J 
say in five years we would have the 
finest country and the best province in 
the Dominion of Canada. (Loud ap¬ 
plause.) Mr. Chairman, ladies and gen¬ 
tlemen, I thank you for your kind at¬ 
tention.” 

Hon. Senator Templetonn followed, 
dealing with various questions and clear¬ 
ing up a number of points used by the 
opposition against the present adminis¬ 
tration. By means of the letter from 
Chan. M. Hays, which appears else¬ 
where in this report, he demonstrated 
that the intention of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific was to carry on construction 
work from the western terminus and ef¬ 
fectively exploded the attempt made for 
the purpose of affording an excuse for 
the provincial government to grant a 
land and probably a cash bonus to the 
line. 

Owing to Jbe fact that the notes were 
not transcribed by the stenographer In 
time for this issue, and also on account 
of the pressure on space, the verbatum 
report of Senator T era pieman’s speech 
has been held over until to-morrow’s is¬ 
sue. 

After Chas. H. Lngrin had made ref¬ 
erence to the signal success which Ralph 
Smith was promised, the meeting closed 
with cheers for Geo. Riley, the candi¬ 
date; Sir Wilfrid Lanrier and the King.
